He said he began to make a phone 
call (presumably cellular phone) when he saw/heard the car 
behind him explode. 

Over the weekend, on KTVU, an Earth First member identified 
on screen as "Sequoia" used the term "dynamite". This was the 
only person to ever mention an explosive by name, in any of 
the. broadcast news accounts of the matter. 

Around quarries, there are usually posted signs NOT to use 
radio transmitters in the area*because of dynamite use and 
the danger of said explosive being set off via radio waves. 

Since you probably do not watch all- newscasts, I felt you 
should be aware of the above and may want to interview those 
witnesses further to aid in your investigation.
